of the quadrangle ; the manoeuvre of Garibaldi 
to close the valley of the Adige and cut of 
the Austrian communication with the Tyro!; 
a circular from the Pope and his Cardinals, ex- 
pressing confidence in the Emperor of the 
Fresch; a notification on the part of Prussia 
that her recent war preparations need not 
give uneasiness to France; and finally, the 
statement that another army division bas 
moved from Lyons to reinforce the French in 
Italy, and that a vast quantity of projectiles 
bad moved in the same direction, probably 
daestined for the reduction of Mantua, Peschiv- 
ra and Verona. 
Burning City Securities. 

We mentioned the other day that there was a 
movement on foot to have Wentworth indicted 
for destroying $96,000 of city bonds. The 
item made the long individual founder throug | 
a reply a cOlumn in length—quite reversing the 
order of things in Jackson Hall, where the office 
rule is never to make a direct reply toanything, 
but te parro the old falsehoods te the end of 
the chapter.

Now it happens that Mayor Haines never hod 
the right to do so. Bonds cannot be issued or 
sold until the Common Council orders the 

Mayor aod Comptroller to issue them. The 
Couneil gave Mayor Haines no such anthorit) 
during his first term. Bat on the 12th May 
1850, they did order the issue of $100,000 of 
bonds, and thereupon Wentworth sued out an 
injanetion to restrain their sale! Wentworth 
illegally destroyed the means provided by 
the Jegislawure of the city to meet the 
public liabilities. Haines did nothing of the 
sort. Wentworth alone is guilty, and if not 
indictable, is he not at least liable in damages 
for he amount of pecuniary injury be has in- 
flicted upon the city by his high handed and 
walawfal act? He bad no more legal right to 
burn those securitics than he had to fire the 
Court House! “So much for the criminality ot 
We A. that immediately on putting 
the article referred to into the hands of his com- 
positors, Wentworth left town on an eastwarii 
train.

Grune, and to his confessor and late 
tutor, Cardinal Rauscher.

“ The state of siege of the fortress of Verona 
declared on the 30th of April, and the subse- 
quent proclamations have vot been observed 
according to their importunce.. I deelare, there- 
fore, to all the inhabitacts of the territory of 
the fortress intrasied to me by his Majesty, the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, that I shail see the 
laws of the state of siege most severely obeyed 
by everybody. Ido not know any distinction 

person. I will punish the deed or the inten- 
tion. In order that the inhabitants may know 
with whom they have to deal, I declare that 
everybody may trust me as an hovest Austrian, 
and that J do not trust any of them!”

The force consisted of two battalions of the 
Swiss regiment, 1,700 strong, 300 Roman in-

Tun Rewepy ror Suatt Breav.—A few 
weeks since we took occasion to call the atten- 
tion of the bakers to something that we suppose 
they were previously aware of—the fact that 
their bread increases in price and decreases in 
size more than the propertion in the rise of 
flour, while our Crummies are slow, at the best, 
to recognise any fall in the price of the staple 
of which bread is made. We knew at the time 
that we were engaged in a useless work, like 
Sissyphus rolling the stone up the hill to see it 
roli down again, but we could not help saying 
something, and said it, although we bad no 
remedy to offer. We knew it was useless to 
make the appeal to bakers to increase the size 
of their loaves, but we had to do it, just as our 
political editors gramble and complain at the 
President with the full knowledge of the fact 
that all their leaders canuot pull him out of the 
chair until his four years of office are served. 
We even entered an apology for the interfer- 
ence of French Emperors and Kings in the bak - 
ing business, who take the matter of the Peo- 
ple’s bread under their control as much as they 
do the public affairs or the foreign relations. 
We sighed for a remedy and wound up our 
artiele with au admonition not yet adopted to 
every ope to bake their own bread. It was an un- 
satisfactory conclusion, but seemed at that time 
the only one to be arrived at. Since that we 
have lived and learned, aad Zurcka—“ Presto 
Fly” we have hit upon a safe, speedy and cer- 
tala cure. That is, to pass an ordinance in 
Common Council, by which bakers would be 
compelled to sell bread by the weight. A simi- 
lar ordinance is now before the City Fathers of 
Philadelphia and meets with hearty support in 
and out of the Board. Why should not bread 
be sold by the weight as much as flour, crack- 
ers, cake, meat, sausages, poultry, tea, coffee, 
butter and chease? Is there any reason why a 
baker should not give a uniform lump of bread 
to each one for his half dime? Let bread be 
suld and weighed before the customer as meat 
and groceries are, and the people would not 
then submit to such little pieces of bread being 
exchanged for their small silver. Some bakers 
have argued that this would lead to heavy in- 
stead of light bread, Then we reply people 
would either cease to use baker's bread, or buy 
at those stores, and they would be plenty, 
where only good light bread would be offered. 
Bring bread down to avoirdupois say we. 
Bread is sold by weight in Washington in the 
market, the same as any other article, and is 
stamped and inspected as to quality. The in 
spection and regi¢tering of weight are likely to 
lead to abuse andia fat office. It would be suf- 
ficient if ba ers would have to weigh their 
bread to their customers on the scale before de- 
tivering to the customer in the store, and by 
steel-yards in the hands of the man who carries 
it to our houses.
